I heartily concur in the state- 
ment that “the visitor to the Pan-American Exposition 
who does not manage to include Pittsburg in his trip 
will make a great mistake ;” but there is no immediate 
prospect of either Pittsburg or the country 60 miles 
around Pittsburg elbowing Chicago out of its place 
among American centers of population.

I FIND in The Michigan Tradesman an interesting 
editorial on the growth of automobile patents. In- 
ventors are evidently of the belief that the “auto” is to 
have a permanent place and is not a passing fad. The 
number of applications that are being received for pat- 
ents on devices for automobiles is so great that it has 
been found necessary to have five special examiners cn 
this work in the patent office. Four separate divisions 
have been organized, to which are referred patent 
papers, according to the specific kind of patent that is 
demanded. One division handles electric motors, an- 
other steam motors, another gas and acetylene motors, 
and another looks out for the compressed air motors. 
It is very seldom that the rush of business for a certain 
division is so great as to cause an increase in the num- 
ber of special examiners or to bring about the estab- 
lishment of additional divisions. One special examiner 
is ordinarily able to take care of all applications re- 
lating to one branch of work.

outside by flanges, which adds to radiation and durablity 
of the pot. Air comes around the pot at all points inside 
and through core openings. 

The second cut shows the radiator laid on its side, 
and the view is upward from the under side.

It is 
suspended from the top of the furnace, hence there is 
no pulling apart in the joints. Cast iron is used in

points having extreme heat, the steel parts being re- 
moved from the direct flame. The radiator has the drop 
flue principle, and is used only on the Buckeye furnaces. 
The cold air which is supplied to the furnace comes in 
contact and around the large steel tubes. The temper- 
ature of the smoke pipe is reduced with indirect draft so 
that it can be handled with safety six feet from the 


furnace.

This is a 
handsome volume. and is-very attractive typographically. 
The Imperial Banner steel ranges, for coal or wood, 
have six cooking holes, also aluminum ovens. These 
ranges are made either of Wood’s hammered planished 
steel or cold rolled, smooth finish and japanned. The 
features include swing pouch feed door for coal, end 
swing door for wood, duplex grate, or regular wood 
grate, that can be removed through the regular ‘grate 
door, reducing fing covers, aluminum oven, full cast 
iron back flue, cast oven top, cast reservoir casing and 
porcelain reservoir. The nickel or antique copper 
plated parts include border around high closet door, 
main brackets that support closet, tea shelves and pipe 
register, steel top band, end wood door, grate door, ash 
door, oven door, oven door panel and panel below oven 
door.

The steel range business has enjoyed its fair share 
of prosperity of the past two years. The predictions 
freely made in our steel range special last year by 
manufacturers and dealers alike, that the outlook was 
good, has been justified by results, and yet, in spite of 
the large volume of steel range sales last year, the be- 
lief is general that this year will show a heavy gain over 
its predecessor. The opinion of different manufacturers 
as to their’steel range sales for the two years is as fol- 
lows : 

The Champion Steel Range Co., Cleveland, Ohio, 
write: “We expect that our steel range sales will be 
larger than last year.” 

A leading southwestern firm writes as follows: 
“Qur steel range sales are larger than they were a year 
ago.” 

The M & D Range Co., Chicago, write: “Our 
steel range sales, so far, show an increase of 25 per 
cent over last year.” 

The Joliet Stove Works, Joliet, Ill., writes: “We 
would say, in general, that the sale of both steel range 
and steel cook stoves is increasing from year to year. 
The prospects for business this fall is excellent and, bar- 
ring erop disturbances in the West, and strikes in some 
one or more of our great industries, will undoubtedly 
be realized.”

Leading retailers, while not quite so unanimous or 
so enthusiastic over the steel range outlook as the manu- 
facturers, are still decidedly optimistic over the out- 
look.

W. C. Jones, Columbus, O., writes: “We expect to 
do a good bit better in sales of steel ranges for 1901.” 

J. Seither, of Seither & Cherry Co., Keokuk, Ia., 
writes: “We have sold up to the present date 30 per 
cent more ranges than we did up to the same time in 
1900.” 

C. E. Pipp, Otsego, Mich., writes: “We expect to 
double our sales of steel ranges this year, but sell less 
cook cast iron stoves.” 

The Speer Hardware Co., Fort Smith, Ark., write: 
“We think the outlook for the steel range trade is 
very bright. We anticipate a 25 per cent increase over 
1900.” 

D. Miller, Poteau, I. T., writes: “I expect to in- 
crease my sales of steel ranges for 1901, as compared 
with 1900, 25 per cent.” 

J. Hessel, Antigo, Wis., writes: “I expect to in- 
crease my sales of steel ranges for 1901, as compared 
with 1900, 10 to 20 per cent.” 

Irving A. Sibley, South Bend, Ind., writes: “Our 
sales are at least increased from 25 to 33 1-3 per cent 
over last year, and we are selling very few cast ranges.” 

The Barrett Hardware Co., Joliet, Ill., write: “The 
trade has been increasing on steel ranges right along for 
years; in fact, we hardly sell anything in first-class 
stoves except the steel range. We think our range 
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trade compared with 1900 would probably go 10 per cent 
ahead.” 

F. S. Narum, Waukon, Ia., writes: “I expect to 
increase my sales of steel ranges for 1901, as compared 
with 1900, about 20 per cent.” 

W. A. McIntire, Ottumwa, Ia., writes: “We ex- 
pect to increase our sales of steel ranges for 1901 20 
per cent, as compared with 1900.”

J. M. Pitman, Prescott, Ark., writes: “I expect 
to increase my sales of steel ranges for 1901, as com- 
pared with 1900, very little.” 

J. W. Jochim, Ispheming, Mich., writes: “The 
outlook for the steel range business is not very good.” 

The Mitchell Bros. Co., Cleveland, 0., write: “We 
do not expect to increase our sales of steel ranges for 
1901, as compared with 1900, on account of the in- 
roads made‘on our stove trade by the credit stores and

furniture houses:” 

D. D. Velde, Pekin, Ill., writes: “We do not ex- 
pect to increase our sales of steel ranges for 1901, as 
compared with 1900, as we had an excellent year last 
year.” 

C. A. Peck, Berlin, Wis., writes: “We think that 
the outlook for the steel range business is bright, the 
sales are going to increase, at the expense of cast ranges 
and cook stoves. We do not expect to increase our sales 
in 1901 over 1900 as the year 1900 was an exceptionally 
good year in this line of business.” 

J. M. Kenyon, Maitland, Mo., writes: 
expecting any increase in my sales of steel ranges for 
1901.” 

H. A. Cole, Council Bluffs, Ia., writes: “Our sales 
of steel ranges for 1901 as compared with 1900 will 
be about the same.” 

Jewett & Co., Buffalo, N. Y., who do not make 
steel ranges, state that “It is a little remarkable that 
not one retailer out of twenty with whom we have con- 
versed on the subject but what has freely admitted that 
when compared on the basis of cost, dollar for dollar, 
the steel range and steel cook which are being exploited 
by so many manufacturers and dealers must suffer in 
the essential points of attractiveness and durability,

especially the latter.” 
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W. H. Pinkerton, Lakota, N. D., writes: “My sales 
of steel ranges for 1901, as compared with 1900, will 
be about the same.” 

While the cast range has a few strong friends 
among both manufacturers and retailers, those in the 
former class being manufacturers of cast ranges only 
as a rule, the general consensus of opinion is that the 
steel range is steadily but surely supplanting the cast 
range, the higher priced cast ranges being the hardest 
sufferers from steel range competition. 

Spence, Baggs & Co., Martins Ferry, O.: “We 
only manufacture cast stoves and ranges, and do not 
see, as yet, that the steel ones are interfering with our 
Our observation is that they are not near as 
It was only a few weeks ago that 


trade. 
durable as cast goods. 
we saw one that had rusted through until it was only as 
thick as stovepipe.” 

These decisive opinions in favor of cast ranges are 
counterbalanced by the almost general testimony of 
manufacturers and dealers to the effect that steel ranges 
are supplanting cast ranges. Nearly every maker of’ 
both steel and cast ranges states that the former is 
supplanting the latter, and one firm goes so far as to 
say “Steel ranges are supplanting cast ranges 10 to 1.” 

Here are what some of the champions of the steel 
range have to say in contrasting it with the cast range: 
“We find that a good first-class steel range is more 
satisfactory than a cast range. It will use less fuel and 
will do quicker baking. We have less breakages in 
shipping them, and no fire cracks in oven plates. As a 
rule dealers will guarantee a range to bake perfect if 
put up to a good flue. The range is also guaranteed 
against fire cracks, and if any plate will crack outside of 
fire box, inside of one year from date of sale, the dealer 
will replace it free of charge. The manufacturer agrees 
to furnish these plates free of charge to the dealer. 
Now we suppose a bottom oven plate or top oven plate 
will crack by fire, the dealer will pay the freight and 
put this plate in. And the dealer will be out at least 
$2.50 and the manufacturer about 30 cents, and when 
the dealer deducts $2.50 from his profits he will have 
very little left on that sale. When a dealer sells a steel 
range the oven plate will never crack, and should a cover 
or a top section crack, all the dealer will have to do is 
to order these pieces and the customer will put them on, 
but when it comes to a bottom or top or back or front 
oven plate, the customer can’t put it in, and so this falls 
on the poor dealer. If a stove dealer will look into this 
one matter he will soon see that the best thing he can 
do is to talk steel ranges. The writer has sold stoves 
for the last 20 years, and will give the steel range the 
preference. We have been pushing steel ranges for the 
last seven years, and the result has been we have made 
more money on stoves and we have had less trouble.” 
“We find that steel ranges are much easier to sell 
at the present time than cast ranges, partially due to the 
fact that they are still considerable of a novelty and 
considerably talked about. Everybody seems to take 
it for granted that if they are to have the best, it must 
be a steel range. Our sales have always been mostly 
with the higher priced goods, though we believe that 
the tendency of the times is toward the cheaper articles.” 
“Steel ranges, in our opinion, are very fast sup- 











planting cast stove and range. Steel ranges are easier 
to sell than cast; in the first place, because they are 
more attractive, and in the second place they are con- 
sidered more durable and give quicker and better re- 
sults from the same amount of fuel.” 


Cheap, medium and high priced ranges all have 
their advocates. The majority of replies would indicate 
that the high priced steel range will be in the best de- 
mand this year. Here is what one manufacturer has 
to say on the subject: 

There is, and always has been, a tendency to buy 
medium or high-priced steel ranges. Users always ex- 
pect to pay more for a steel range than for a cast range 
of the same capacity. If none of the very low-priced 
steel ranges were made, just as many steel ranges would 
be sold in the aggregate. We think it a mistake to 
manufacture steel ranges which are too light in material 
to wear well. In this connection, we would say, that it 
is certainly astonishing how some manufacturers who 
have a reputation for making good goods will allow their 
name to go onto a line of steel ranges which are made 
up of exceedingly light sheets and cannot possibly last. 
A question of doubt has entered our minds as to whether 
these people, by making ‘shoddy’ goods themselves, hope 
to be able to regain the trade on cast goods and throw 
discredit on steel ranges.” 


R. F. Roys, Russellville, Ark., gives in detail the 
methods he has used in fighting steel range peddlers. 

Other dealers give these remedies for the range ped- 
ler evil as follows: 

“Manufacturers: should either send a man into the 
vicinity and peddle ranges for the dealer, to help him 
fight steel range peddlers, or go into a trust with the 
peddler; we prefer the former.” 

“IT do not call to mind any action the state hard- 
ware association can do to fight steel range peddlers, 
but each retailer can do his fighting by bill poster and 
circular letter occasionally and with a range exhibit 
ought to accomplish a great deal.” 

“The state hardware dealers’ association should re- 
quest every member to send out the printed matter 
furnished by the manufacturer for this purpose to all 
farmers in their counties. There are firms that make it 
a business to furnish a list of names for a small sum, 
of every farmer in the county. We buy them every 
two years for three counties adjoining our city. If 
this was done I, for one, believe that it would be the 
means of keeping out the peddler. The range peddler 
gets a better price for his goods than the dealer; he 
must get it or he can’t go to the expense which he is 
under peddling ranges.” 

Manufacturers make these suggestions on the topic 
of helping the dealer combat steel range peddlers : 

“In regard to what help the manufacture should 
give to the dealer in fighting the steel range peddler, 
would state that we do not think that they can give them 
very much assistance, and the best way to stop the steel 
range peddler, when they strike a dealer’s town, is for 
the dealer to rig up a wagon and follow them up, in- 
stead of staying at home and kicking about the steel 
range business, thereby advertising their business. If 
the dealers all over the country would do that they 
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would soon teach the range peddlers that peddling is 
an unprofitable business.” 

“We do not believe that the manufacturer can give 
much material help to the retailer in fighting the ped- 
dlers—this must be fought out by each dealer in that 
way which best fits his locality and his own ideas—which 
to be successful, must be very energetic.” 

“As to range peddlers, if the manufacturer had a 
way to find out when and where these peddlers are oper- 
ating or going to operate, and they should supply the 
Cealers with proper printed matter which explains their 
method and prices. And the dealers should send out 
this printed matter to every farmer in their county, even 
if several dealers would send the same farmer a circular 
it would be all the better. The main object is to ex- 
plain to the farmer or buyer that he can buy a range, 
fully as good a range, for less money from a dealer than 
what he can buy it from the peddler, and if anything 
is wrong with the range the dealer can be found and the 
renge peddler will never be found.” 

“Where the peddler is asking almost double the re- 
tail price a live dealer should be able to take care of his 
case alone. The protection that both the dealer and 
public need is against the maker of shoddy ranges who 
lays claim to all the merits possessed by first-class 
ranges.” 

“We know of no successful efforts on the part of 
manufacturers to stop steel range peddling, and unless 
concerted, persistent action is taken no individual aid 
will avail much.” 

“Manufacturers should help dealers in fighting steel 
range peddlers by selling a range like theirs for less 
money and advertising.” 

“The dealers should be able to exterminate the ped- 
dler, for he is able to sell the same or better goods at 50 
per cent less than the peddler can afford to sell.” 

“Manufacturers give dealers all the legitimate help 
that they can afford to give, and we believe that, as a 
rule, dealers are not as wide awake to their own interest 
in the matter of fighting steel range peddlers as they 
should be.” 

There is a diversity of opinion on the question as 
whether dealers secure enough profits on steel ranges. 
Here are two opinions of manufacturers who do not 
think dealers secure sufficient profits: 

“We do not think that the average dealer secures 
enough profit on his steel range business. He should 
sell, as far as possible, the better class of ranges and 
figure to make a good profit on these.” 

“The profit would be satisfactory if the retailer 
would sell at factory prices, but it is a well-known fact 
that 50 per cent of the dealers will cut the price to 
make a sale.” 

In regard to the sales of steel ranges through the 
hardware jobbing trade there is a divergence of views. 
Here are two presentations of opposite sides of this 
question : 

“Our experience has taught us that we can sell more 
of the medium and low-priced steel ranges through the 
hardware jobbing trade than we can through our regu- 
lar agents. When it comes to the higher-priced ranges, 
our own men handle them to much greater advantage 
than the hardware jobbing trade can.” 
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“We do not see how a manufacturer, having an es- 
tablished trade with the retailer, can profitably give 
that up to confine his business to the jobber exclusively, 
for two reasons. One is that the margin of profit that 
he makes on what he sells to the jobber is too small 
to depend upon that entirely, and the other, that there 
are many retailers who will not buy from jobbers, and 
there will always be plenty of manufacturers who will 
sell to the retailers, therefore, we think the manufac- 
turer with a large plant and a long established business 
with the retailer, cannot afford to give up that business.” 

In discussing the prospects of advances in price 
owing to strikes in sheet mills, the following are among 
the opinions expressed : 

“If the strike of the steel mills should become pro- 
tracted and steel sheets become scarce, it will not cause 
an advance ‘in the price of steel ranges and cooks, but 
it will probably make them scarce. But the stove manu- 
facturers are not likely to alter prices for that reason.” 

“We are not looking for an immediate advance in 
steel range prices, but if there should be another ad- 
vance in sheets, prices on steel ranges must go up. 
There is absolutely no help for it. Steel ranges are 
cheap now—they should bring from 5 to 10 per cent 
more than they do now.” 

“We do not think that the strike in the steel mills 
will cause an advance in the price of steel ranges, unless 
the strike should be prolonged until September or later.” 

Manufacturers agree that it is detrimental for sales- 
men to talk prices rather than quality, and are reti¢ent 
about expressing their views on the possibility of an 
export trade in steel ranges. Some manufacturers say 
they are selling more steel ranges in the south than 
elsewhere. Others find the east a good field, others the 
central states, others the northwest. This divergence of 
views showing that business is good in all sections. 

But few views were expressed as to the present 
status and future of the steel cook, among them being 
the following: 

“Steel cook stoves have not, as yet, cut any figure 

with us, though we believe that they are going to play 
as important a part as steel ranges have—though we 
believe that the life of the steel cook trade will be 
shorter than that of the steel range trade—would not be 
surprised, however, if improvements were made in these 
which would cause them to nearly supplant the cast 
cook.” 
“Steel cook stoves compare favorably with cast cook 
stoves in ratio of fuel consumption to culinary results 
accomplished, as they use less fuel. I look to see greater 
attention paid in the future by manufacturers to the 
ornamentation of steel cook stoves.” 

“We believe that the oven of a steel cook, like that 
of a steel range, will heat up quicker and will also cool 
off quicker; in some cases the fuel consumption would 
be less; in others, probably equally as great. In our 
opinion the majority of cooks have but little regard for 
fuel consumption. We cannot see how much more at- 
tention could be paid to steel cook ornamentation, as the 
ornamentation is now about as elaborate as it can well 
be made.” 

“When we get a customer interested in a steel 
range and the price is too high for him we sell him a 






steel cook, and as a rule the steel cook will sell better 
than a cheap steel range. We can sell a good steel cook 
for the same money we can sell him a cheap range. As 
a rule the steel cook has no high shelf or closet.” 


OUTLOOK IS FOR HIGHER PRICED STEEL RANGES. 

The Champion Steel Range Co., Cleveland, Ohio, write: 

The outlook for the ensuing year is very bright, and we 
expect that our steel range sales will be larger than last year. 

The questidn, in what ratio are steel ranges supplanting 
cast iron goods we will leave to our cast iron range manu- 
facturers to answer. 

The outlook is in favor of the higher priced ranges 
rather than the cheaper grades. 

We believe it is best to sell to the retail trade direct, 
where the freight is not against us, but where it is, it is best 
to sell goods to the jobbers. 

Jobbers are handling about the same amount of ranges, 
than, what they have formerly. 

We think it is detrimental for the salesmen. of ranges 
to talk price instead of quality, and the sooner that can be 
checked the better it will be for all concerned. 

It is our opinion that the retailers are getting a fair 
margin of profit on steel ranges. 

In regard to what help the manufacturer should give 
to the dealer in fighting the steel range peddler, would state 
that we do not think that they can give them very much 
assistance, and the best way to stop the steel range peddler, 
when they strike a dealer’s town,.is for the dealer to rig up 
a wagon and follow them up, instead of staying at home and 
kicking about the steel range business, thereby advertising 
their business. If the dealers all over the country would do 
that they would soon teach the range peddlers that peddling 
is an unprofitable business. We find the greatest growth 
in the western and middle states for steel ranges, although 
the East and South are beginning to take hold of them now. 
We have some export trade which is very satisfactory. If 
the prices of raw material keeps up you can look for an 
advance in steel ranges. We have added a new line to our 
steel ranges this year. We do not make steel cooks, and do 
not think they will interfere any with the steel ranges 

MORE HIGH-GRADE GOODS SOLD. 

A leading southwestern firm of stove manufacturers writes 
as follows: 

The steel range outlook for 1901 is promising. 

Our steel range sales are larger than they were a year 
ago. To a great extent, steel ranges are supplanting cast 
ranges. 

Our experience for a year and a half has been that the 
proportion of high-grade goods, both steel and cast, has been 
larger, owing to prosperous times, and the outlook seems to 
us to be encouraging in this direction, for the balance of this 
year, at least. 

We do not see how a manufacturer, having an estab- 
lished trade with the retailer, can profitably give that up to 
confine his business to the jobber exclusively, for two rea- 
sons. One is that the margin of: profit that he makes on 
what he sells to the jobber is too small to depend upon that 
entirely, and the other, that there are manv retailers who will 
not buy from jobbers, and there will always be plenty of 
manufacturers who will sell to the retailers, therefore, we 
think the manufacturer with a large plant and a long estab- 
lished business with the retailer, cannot afford to give up 
that business. 

In our opinion, hardware jobbers are handling more steel 
ranges than formerly. 

We would think a tendency on the part of our sales- 
men to talk price rather than quality would be detrimental 
to our interest 

We believe retailers obtain a good profit, particularly on 
ranges of reputation. 

Manufacturers give dealers all the legitimate help that 
they can afford to give, and we believe that, as a rule, deal- 
ers are not as wide awake to their own interest in the matter 
of fighting steel range peddlers as they should be 

















With us the greatest growth in steel range sales has been 
in the North and Northwest.. 

We cannot see any very bright prospects for a material 
increase in the export trade in either cast stoves or ranges 
or in steel ranges. 

Unless there is a further advance in the price of steel 
or in labor, we see no reason to hope for an advance in price 
of steel ranges. 

We have made some changes in our line of steel ranges 
for 1901, which have been improvements in the practical 
construction or in appearance, or both. 

We have not added any new ranges to our line. 

We make steel cooks. 

We have not found that the sale of steel cooks has inter- 
fered with steel range sales. 

To some extent, of course, steel cook sales have inter- 
fered with cast iron sales. 

The demand for steel cooks is temporary. 

We do not consider steel cooks as durable as a high- 
grade, first-class cook. 

We believe that the oven of a steel cook, like that of a 
steel range, will heat up quicker and will also cool off 
quicker ; in some cases the fuel consumption would be less; 
in others, probably equally as great. In our opinion the 
majority of cooks have but little regard for fuel consump- 
tion. 

We cannot see how much more attention could be paid 
to steel cook ornamentation, as the ornamentation is now 
about as elaborate as it can well be made. 

STEEL RANGES ARE NOT DURABLE. 

The Spence-Baggs Co., Martin’s Ferry,- Ohio, write: 

“We only manufacture cast stoves and ranges, and do 
not see, as yet, that the steel ones are interfering with our 
trade. Our observation is that they are not near as durable 
as cast goods. It was only a few weeks ago that we saw 
one that had rusted through until it was only as thick as 
stovepipe.” 

STEEL RANGES SUFFER FROM COST COMPARISON, 

Jewett & Co., Buffalo, N. Y., write: 

“Complying with your courteous request, we have to say 
that our business is still that of running a stove foundry, 
and we are able to employ our means and energies in the 
production of a line of cast iron cooks, ranges and heaters 
that are sufficiently popular to give us a satisfactory business. 

“It is a little remarkable that not one retailer out of 
twenty with whom we have conversed on the subject but 
what has freely admitted that when compared on the basis 
of cost, dollar for dollar, the steel range and steel cook which 
are being exploited by so many manufacturers and dealers 
must suffer in the essential points of attractiveness and dura- 
bility, especially the latter.” 

OUTLOOK IS GOOD. 

the M & D Range Co., Chicago, write: 

The outlook for steel ranges for the ensuing year is good. 

Our steel range sales, so far, show an increase of 25 per 
cent over last year. 

Steel ranges are supplanting cast ranges, five to one.

A leading southwestern firm writes: 

The outlook for steel ranges for the coming year is 
excellent. We hope there will not be too much trouble get- 
ting sheets, which are at present very scarce. We expect to 


increase our sales 10 per cent or more over last season. Steel 
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ranges are supplanting cast ranges entirely. We find very 
few cast ranges are sold on our floor. There is, and always 
has been, a tendency to buy medium or high-priced steel 
ranges. Users always expect to pay more for a steel range 
than for a cast range of the same capacity. If none of the 
very low-priced steel ranges were made, just as many steel 
ranges would be sold in the aggregate. We think it a mis- 
take to manufacture steel ranges which are too light in 
material to wear well. In this connection, we would say, 
that it is certainly astonishing how some manufacturers 
who have a reputation for making good goods will allow 
their name to go onto a line of steel ranges which are made 
up of exceedingly light sheets and cannot possibly last. A 
question of doubt has entered our minds as to whether these 
shoddy” goods themselves, hope to be 
able to regain the trade on cast goods and throw discredit 


people, by making 


on steel ranges. Jobbers are certainly entitled to handle 
steel ranges. A salesman who does not have a good range 
for sale, of course, talks price rather than quality. The 
margin of profit on steel ranges is just as good as on cast 
ranges. Manufacturers should advise dealers in whose ter- 
ritory the range peddlers come to distribute circulars and 
advertise in their local papers explaining that they have a 
better range at a much lower price, and, besides, are responsi- 
ble and are ready to take care of any complaint or repair on 
any range which they may sell. Steel ranges are gaining in 
popularity all over the country; perhaps the North is taking 
most kindly to them. Prospects in the export trade on steel 
ranges are not very flattering. The American range is 
entirely different from the range made in any other country, 
and, unless we can manage to educate those people to using 
our ranges we would have to make a special range for 
exporting, and possibly special ranges for each different 
country. We are not looking for an immediate advance in 
steel range prices, but if there should be another advance in 
sheets, prices on steel ranges must go up. There is abso- 
lutely no help for it. Steel ranges are cheap now—they 
should bring from 5 to 10 per cent more than they do now. 
For 1901 we have added the “pouch feed” to our line of 
ranges. We have also added a new “right-hand” r-servoir, 
constructed in an entirely new way, and superior to any- 
thing in that line ever brought out, we think. We do not 
make steel cook stoves 
STEEL RANGE PEDDLERS IN BAY STATE 

The Weir Stove Co, !aunton, Mass., write: 

“We have mever made any steel ranges and, at the pres- 
ent time, do not see the necessity of making any for this 
market. Quite a good many steel ranges have been sold 
around here by peddlers, but not enough to seriously dis- 
turb the cast ranges.”

If any dealer, who is harassed by steel range peddlers, 
will write to us we will give him a few pointers on how he 
can defeat them in his section of the country. 

We are experiencing the greatest growth of steel range 
sales in the middle West. 

We have never given the matter of an export trade in 
steel ranges any consideration, but think that a good trade 
could be worked up in South America and Mexico. 

We do not look for an advance in steel range prices

I would say for the manufacturer 
to sell to jobbers if he cannot get the retailer

Our motto, which should be the motto of every good 
salesman either wholesale or retail, “Quality and not price.” 

The profit would be satisfactory if the retailer would sell 
at factory prices but it is a well known fact that 50 per cent 
of the dealers will cut the price to make a sale. 

Neither the dealer nor the manufacturer could stop the 
peddling of ranges. 

In north and northwest we experience the greatest growth 
of steel range sales. 

We do not look for an advance in steel range prices.

In our line of Enameled Steel Ranges we look forward 
to elaborate ornamentation, such as Monogram and Floral 
Decorations. 

OUTLOOK WAS NEVER BETTER. 

The Malleable Iron Range Co., St. Louis, write: 

We think that lists of questions of this kind are good 
for the manufacturers to look over occasionally and attempt 
to answer for his own benefit, even if it should do no one 
else any good. 

From our experience we would say the outlook for steel 
ranges for the ensuing year is better than ever before. 

Our steel range sales will be fully 100 per cent larger 
than last year. 

The proportion of sales on higher priced ranges is better 
than last year.

We think that the outlook for the steel range business 
is bright, the sales are going to increase, at the expense of 
cast ranges and cook stoves. We do not expect to increase 
our sales in 1901 over 1900 as the year 1990 was an exception- 
ally good year in this line of business. We find that steel 
ranges are much easier to sell at the present time than cast 
ranges, partially due to the fact that they are still con- 
siderable of a novelty and considerably talked about. Every- 
body seems to take it for granted that if they are to have 
the best, it must be a steel range. Our sales have always been 
mostly with the higher priced goods, though we believe 
that the tendency of the times is toward the cheaper articles. 

We do not-believe that the manufacturer can give much 
material help to the retailer in fighting the peddlers—this 
must be fought out by each dealer in that way which best 
fits his locality and his own ideas—which to be successful, 
must be very energetic 

We do not think that the average dealer secures enough 
profit on his steel range business. He should sell, as far 
as possible, the better class of ranges and figure to make a 
good profit on these. 

Steel cook stoves have not, as yet, cut any figure with 
us, though we believe that they are going to play as im- 
portant a part as steel ranges have—-though we believe that 
the life of the steel cook trade will be shorter than that of 
the steel range trade—would not be surprised, however, if 
improvements were made in these which would cause them 
to nearly supplant the cast cooks. 

OUTLOOK IS GOOD

The outlook for the steel range business is good

GUARANTEEING RANGES. 

J. Seither, of the Seither & Cherry Co., Keokuk, Ia., 
writes: 

The steel range business is going to be good the balance 
of year 1901, 

We have sold up to the present date thirty per cent more 
ranges than we did up to the same time in 1900, 

We have no cast iron range trade at all. We have a 
few cast ranges on hand and when they are sold we will 
buy no more. 

We find that a good first-class steel range is more satis- 
factory than a cast range. It will use less fuel and will do 
quicker baking. We have less breakages in shipping them, 
and no fire cracks in oven plates. As a rule dealers will 
guarantee a range to bake perfect if put up to a good flue. 
The range is also guaranteed against fire cracks, and if any 
plate will crack outside of fire box, inside of one year 
from date of sale the dealer will replace it free of charge. 
The manufacturer agrees to furnish these plates free of 
charge to the dealer. Now we suppose a bottom oven plate 
or top oven plate will crack by fire, the dealer will pay the 
freight and put this plate in. And the dealer will be out at 
least $2.50 and the manufacturer about 30 cents, and when the 
dealer deducts $2.50 from his profits he will have very little 
left on that sale. When a dealer sells a steel range the oven 
plate will never crack and should a cover or a top section 
crack, all the dealer will have to do is to order these pieces 
and the customer will put them on, but when it comes to a 
bottom or top or back or front oven plate, the customer can’t 
put it in, and so this falls on the poor dealer. If a stove 
dealer will look into this one matter he will soon see that the 
best thing he can do is to talk steel ranges. The writer has 
sold stoves for the last 20 years and will give the steel range 





the preference. We have been pushing steel ranges for the 
last seven years and the result has been we have made more 
money on stoves and we have had less trouble. As a rule 
when a customer has confidence in a dealer he will buy what 
the dealer recommends. 

Two-thirds of our trade is on high-priced ranges. 

As to range peddlers, if the manufacturer had a way to 
find out when and where these peddlers: are operating or 
going to operate, and they should supply the dealers with 
proper printed matter which explains their method and 
prices; and the dealers should send out this printed matter 
to every farmer in their county, even if several dealers would 
send the same farmer a circular it would greatly help in crush- 
ing this evil. 

The main object is to explain to the farmer or buyer 
that he can buy a range, fully as eood a range, for less money 
from a dealer than what he can buy it from the peddler, and 
if anything is wrong with the range the dealer can be found 
and the range peddler will never be found. 

The state hardware dealers’ association should request 
every member to send out the printed matter furnished by 
the manufacturer for this purpose to all farmers in their 
counties. There are firms that make it a business to furnish 
a list of names for a small sum, of every farmer in the 
We buy them every two years for three counties 
adjoining our city. If this was done I, for one, believe that 
it would be the means of keeping out the peddler. The 
range peddler gets a better price for his goods than the 
dealer ; he must get it or he can’t go to the expense which he 
is under peddling ranges. 

Our profits are larger on steel ranges than on cast 
ranges. 

We sell quite a few steel cooks. 

The steel cooks take t+= place of cast stoves with us. 

When we get a customer interested in a steel range and 
the price is too high for him we sell him a steel cook, and as 
a rule the steel cook will sell better than a cheap steel range. 
We can sell a good steel cook for the same money we can 
sell him a cheap range. As a rule the steel cook has no high 
shelf or closet. 

Steel cooks do interfere with first-class cast cooks, not

OUTLOOK CONSTANTLY GROWS BETTER. 


Irving A. Sibley, South Bend, Ind., writes: 

The outlook for the <‘eel range business grows better 
constantly with us. 

Our sales are at least increased from 25 to 33 1-3 per cent 
over last year, and we are selling very few cast ranges. 

Owing to the construction of the steel ranges which we 
sell, they are more durable than the cast ranges, the malleable 
frame being a great advantage over the cast frame. 

We have not as yet sold many steel cook stoves, pos- 
sibly because we have not pushed same. 

We find that the margin of profit in steel ranges is as 
satisfactory as that of cast ranges, and in view of the increase 
of the number of sales, because of the quality, we make more 
money selling steel ranges than cast ranges. 

We have sold in the past year, at retail, from our store, 
over one hundred malleable steel ranges. 


LOCAL FIGHT IS ALL ON THE DEALER'S SHOULDER. 


Mat. G. Evenson, of Evenson & Steinke, Valley City, 
N. D., writes: 

The outlook for steel range sales is very much better 
than in past years. 

We expect to increase our sales of steel ranges for 1901 
as compared with 1900, about 30 to 40 per cent more. 

Steel ranges are supplanting cast ranges. 

Steel much more easy to sell than cast ranges as they 
have so many more advantages and good talking points. Use 
less fuel, will stand wear and tear better; by that I mean 
are not so subject to cracking, and can be moved with less 
fear of breakage, all of which goes in the talk when making 


sale. 
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The outlook in our vicinity favors low-priced steel 
Tanges. 

To my thinking the fight against the steel range peddler 
is most all on the dealer’s shoulder, as to local fight.

STEEL RANGE PEDDLERS GET HIGH PRICES. 

The Barrett Hardware Co., Joliet, Ill., write: 

The outlook for the steel range business is very good. 
The trade has been increasing on steel ranges right along for 
years; in fact, we hardly sell anything in first-class stoves 
except the steel range. 

We think our range trade compared with 1900 would 
probably go 10 per cent ahead. 

Steel ranges, in the better class of goods, are sup- 
planting cast ranges very fast. We do not think they are 
any better than the cast ranges, but there seems to be a craze 
for steel ranges; customers will hardly look at a cast 
range. 

We do not hardly think that dealers need any help from 
manufacturers in fighting steel range peddlers, for peddlers 
get very high prices. We had them here last spring and tried 
advertising our ranges with the price and they got out of town 
quiek. 

We hardly know what other dealers do, but we are getting 
a’very nice margin on steel ranges. 

PEDDLERS ARE MORE BENEFICIAL THAN HARMFUL. 

The Speer Hardware Co., Fort Smith, Ark., write: 

We think the outlook for the steel range trade is very 
bright. We anticipate a 25 per cent increase over 1901. Steel 
ranges, in our opinion, are very fast supplanting cast stove 
and range. Steel ranges are easier to sell than cast; in the 
first place, because they are more attractive, and in the second 
place they are considered more durable and give quicker 
and better results from the same amount of fuel. 

The trade in our vicinity is for medium-priced goods. 

We do not think any action is necessary in fighting 
peddlers of steel ranges, as they have created a demand and 
are really more beneficial than harmful. In some localities 
retailers secure sufficient margin on steel ranges, while in 
others they do not. 

We handle steel cooks in a limited way, and believe they 
will have the same effect on cast cooks that the steel ranges 
have had on cast ranges. 


EXPECT TO INCREASE STEEL RANGE SALES. 


The Towner Hardware Co., Muskegon, Mich., write: 

The outlook for the steel range trade is better than ever. 
We expect to increase our steel range trade 40 per cent in 
1901 over the sales of 1900. Steel ranges have driven cast iron 
ranges out of our market entirely, and we have not a single 
cast iron range on our floor, and we have no call for them. 
Steel ranges are easy sellers and give good satisfaction and 
burn less fuel than cast ranges. 

In our town of 26.000 we have sold 102 Majestic steel 
ranges since the first day of January, 1901. We think the 
manufacturers should put a local advertisement in the paper 
where their ranges are sold in order to drive the peddlers 
out of the business. The members of the Hardware Dealers’ 
Association should carry a full line of one make of ranges 
on their floor --4 every farmer who comes in his store should 
have his attention called to the fine line of ranges which he 
has on the floor. We do not sell a single steel range without 
a good rroft --d we hove the same price to everybody 
We have an exhibit once a year and during the exhibit, 
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which lasts about a week er two; we vive with each range 
sale a set of furniture 

We handle steel cooks but do not sell them and we do 
not believe there is a good one om the market. Steel cook 
sales.do not interfere with the steel range sales but the range 
sales interfere with the cook sales. There are a few cast 
cooks sold here but the people who used to buy cast cooks 
are buying steel ranges today 

STEEL RANTS IN DEMAND IN SOUTH 

Chas. H. Ireland, of the Odell Hardw>r- Co., Greensboro, 
N. C., writes: 

Nearly all of the ranees used in this country are steel 
ranges. 

We use very few cast ranges at all 

We use altogether cast cooks when we do not sell the 
range. 

I believe steel ranges °re more satisfactorv than the cast 
as a rule 

The outlook in our vicinity favors both high and low- 
priced ranges, the majority preferring the high-priced. 

I .do not know what help the manufacturers could give 
the jobbers in fighting steel range peddlers. My impression 
is that they can do very little with it. It is a matter that 
each individual will have to fight out for himself. We are 
not much troubled with the steel range peddlers in this sec- 
tion. It is only periodical 

Retailers do not secure their margin on steel ranges 
The only way to make them do so would be to fix a selling 
price and then to give them a price and make them hold up 
to 1f. 

We do not handle steel cooks. 

They are not used in this section at all. Steel cook sales 
would, in a measure, interfere with the range sales if they 
could be made attractive and reasonable in price 

If steel cooks were made properly they could be used 
entirely and in place of cast in this section. 

BETTER EVERY YEAR. 

C. E. Pipp, Otsego, Mich., writes: 

The steel range business is growing better every year 
as the prices are comparatively low 

We expect to double our sales of steel ranges this year 
but sell less cook cast iron stoves. 

Steel ranges are supplanting cast ranges. 

Medium-priced ranges are in the best demand. 

I think the special exhih'ts made in the past by range 
manufacturers was a benefit to all concerned. I know of no 
better plan, so economical.

FIGHTING STEEL RANGE PEDDLERS. 

R. F. Roys, Russellville, Ark.,. writes : 

In compliance with your request, trusting that some of 
my brother hardware dealers may be benefitted by my experi- 
ence, I cheerfully map out an outline of my plan for fighting 
the range peddlers. 

When you find that they are in your territory, go to work 
and get a copy of their note, which is ironclad, and also 
publish an article explaining how the peddler will come to the 


_ farmer or housewife and the inducements he will offer to get 


one of the ranges in the house, and explain his whole modus 
operandi, with a copy of the note printed right in connection 
with the article. Have a sufficient number printed so that you 
can get one into everybody’s hand in your county. And talk 
it and explain to every one that comes in your store. In 
the meantime while you are doing this, make it convenient 
to get into conversation with the leader of the peddlers and 
give him to understand that you propose to follow right 
behind him with another wagon to have a range in it just as 
good as his. (There are plenty of them to be had.) And 
wherever he stops you will stop and when he asks his price 
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go through the same manner of displaying your range the 
way he does with his, and then drop under him on price $10 
or $15. If he meets your price drop again. You will hardly 
ever sell a range. For if you get the price under cost you 
can discourage the man from buying at that time. The result 
will be that neither you nor the range man will sell a range. 
And with the peddler, He has got to sell ranges. And if he 
can’t sell in one place he will go where competition is not 
so sharp. While with you, you will be getting some of the 
best advertising you ever got. It takes some money, and a 
whole lot of backbone and nerve to follow these men. 
But they can’t stand hardships or competition. If there are 
two or three dealers in a town they can share the expense 
equally among them and run a wagon apiece and follow 
several peddlers. The more dealers there are in a town or 
county that will take action together the easier and quicker 
they can run the peddler out. In my adjoining county the 
peddlers sold 350 ranges. In my county they went to the 
extreme eastern side of the county and stopped. Stayed six 
weeks and worked a part of the county and other adjoining 
counties where nothing had been done to counteract them. 
But in the six weeks they only put 15 ranges that we could 
get trace of in our county. And we heard from our circulars 
every day. The peddler got a lot of them and took with him 
and drawed them out every place he went and tried to make 
out that it was all a case of spite-work and that he was a 
very -much abused man. But the circulars had done their 
work. The prospective customer had found out then where the 
circular came from and knowing the source, and not knowing 
the peddler, he was naturally afraid of Mr. Peddler 

Space forbids any further words on the subject. But 
should any dealer want full particulars I will cheerfully write 
him all.

THE STEEL RANGE IS A BETTER CONSTRUCTION. 

F. H. Bowen, Roachdale, Ind., writes: 

The steel range is a better construction than the cast 
range. 

Improvements in steel range construction, I would suggest, 
are the same way to heat the whole top when direct draft 
was on. 

The parts of steel ranges that are most liable to become 
damaged are the back of oven next to reservoir by condensed 
sweating; also the flue proper where soot deposit. These 
should be cast. 

Steel cooks compare favorably with cast cooks. 


STEEL RANGE CONSTRUCTION. 

F. D. Burgess, Waupaca, Wis., writes: 

“I have been in the tin and plumbing business for eighteen 
years and have handled a good many stoves, and a great many 
different makes, and I will say that I never saw a steel range 
that was completely gone up, but I have repaired many of 
them that the top of the oven had burned through and I have 
riveted on patches, then cemented them over, and they have 
baked well afterward. There are some ranges on the market 
today that could be made a little narrower, so the tinner and 


dray man could get them in a kitchen door 28x68 without 
having to almost tear them down. A steel range is better 
to handle than a cast range and as for baking I have heard 
everyone say that has one, it’s all right. I saw a steel range 
once that came from a catalogue house in Chicago, and it 
stayed on earth just nine months after it was put into use. 

The steel range is a better construction than the cast 
range in a great many ways. , 

As to improvements in the make-up of a steel range I 
would suggest that all makers of steel ranges make a larger 
fire-box and when they fit their stove for a water front or 
back make them larger. I would not make a range or stove 
of any kind with a water front, for the back is the only heater. 

I have had a good many steel ranges to repair in different 
shops and they have mostly been burned out on top of the 
oven. If I was to build a steel or cast range I would give the 
top of the oven a light coat of asbestos cement. 

I don’t know very much about a steel cook, but I set up 
a steel cook for a lady here last spring and she told me a few 
days ago that she would not trade the steel cook for a half 
dozen cast ones. She says the stove heats up quick-and cools 
quick and that suits her. 

PEDDLER’S RANGES ARE WORTHLESS. 

Wm. H. Cunningham, Albany, N. Y., writes: 

The steel range is superior to the cast range im many 
respects. But the sheet iron ranges that are peddled through 
the country and sold as steel ranges are worthless. 

I would suggest the following improvements in steel 
ranges : 

ist. A draft damper the entire length of the fire-box, 
a 7-inch smoke pipe collar. 

and. The direct draft opening enlarged and damper for 
same to have allowance for expansion without binding. 

3rd. Heavy reversible long and short centers (with vent 
openings) for top of range. 

4th. An oven damper into flue. 

A couple of steel range faults are: . 

(1) The top becomes warped and sinks in. (2) The back 
damper warps and sticks the steel between fire-box and also 
half of oven top burn through. 

The steel cook takes up less room, looks neater, not 
so much surface to black, and bakes quicker and more even. 

Improvements for steel cooks are: A larger top, an oven 
damper connected into flue, a 7-inch smoke pipe collar, a 
dust tight connection between smoke pipe and warming 
closet 

The faults of the steel cook are: the top warps from heat 
and cracks by spilling water on it. The center support for 
top should be fastened in at factory; when this support is. left 
out the top settles much faster and lets air in on top of .fire 
and oven which practically spoils its cooking qualities 

POIINTS IN STEEL RANGE CONSTRUCTION. 

“Acme,” Marengo, IIl., writes: 

I don’t know as I can give you any information or not. 
I did the sheet metal work for a large stove company once 
for about a year and also some steel range work. I do not 
think that a steel range is any better than a cast range and 
any stove manufacturer, if he tells the truth, will say the 
same. A steel range should always be heavily lined with 
asbestos and all parts which come in direct contact with the 
fire should be made of cast iron and the tank casing should 
never be made of sheet steel for the reason that the sweat 
from the tank will rust it out in a very few years, where, if it 
is made of cast iron, it will last for a lifetime. 

I cannot think of any improvements that would be of 
much benefit, only I think more pains should be taken with 
the high closets. Most firms put them up altogether too 
slimpsy. The drop doors should be made to work better and 
the holes where the pipe goes through should always have 
a cast collar around them or a flange turned, this will 
strengthen the closet and also make a much better looking 
job. A steel range is more liable to warp on top than a cast 
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range, for the reason that the heat cannot get through the 
sides of it as easily as it can a cast range, that is, if it is 
properly lined. The only way to prevent this is to have the 
covers and key plates heavily flanged or riveted on the under 
side. A steel cook makes a better looking stove than a cast 
cook, but as far as wear and working is concerned I do not 
consider them any better than the cast cook and should prefer 
the cast stove myself. I should prefer to have a hearth or a 
steel cook by all means. Steel cooks are liable to become 
damaged in the same place as steel ranges. I suppose there 
are lots of men who know much more about the business 
than I do, but if there is any information here, you are wel- 
come to it. 
CRITICISMS ON STEEL RANGES. 
Bunyan E. Anderson, Dawson, Minn., writes: 
STEEL RANGE IS BETTER THAN CAST RANGE. 

Two or three years ago I should have been very glad 
to have given a few suggestions, or even been pleased, had I 
only known how to reach the stove manufacturing companies, 
but the troubles of two or more years ago have mostly been 
remedied, and as I glance at the steel range and cook of 
to-day it seems to me as if there is little or no room for 
criticism, and as all stove companies have men laying awake 
nights composing music and song of praise of their own goods 
I do not consider it worth my time to say much in that line. 
So in answer to your questions will say that I do think the 
steel range is a better construction by far than the cast range. 
First, by appearance only, I consider it so far in advance that 
it leaves the cast range out of sight. 


LESS WORK IN RUNNING STEEL RANGE. 
Ninety-nine and one-half per cent. of the housewives will 
tell the hardware dealer that there is less than one-half the 
work to keep the steel range clean from dust and dirt. 


DUST-PROOF OVEN. 

And the most precious about the steel range is the almost 
dust and ash-proof oven, which all neat women admire. As 
there is no oven, top or fire-back to crack, there is no chance 
for the ashes and dust to leak down onto the custard pies, as 
is the case with cast stoves of all kinds. Let the admirers of 
cast goods say in praise what they will of their goods, I do 
not hesitate in saying that to find a cast range or cook which 
has been in service for a few years with a tight oven is a 
curiosity indeed and should be placed upon exhibition. 


STEEL RANGE APPEALED TO A PRACTICAL COOK. 

And to further this statement, I beg leave to relate a 
little experience.of my own which took place the latter part 
of my experience in hardware. As I was showing up the 
good points of our ranges to a newly married hired girl, I 
called her attention to the steel, and almost air-tight oven. 
She examined it more closely than any tinner ever does an 
oil tank, and asked a hundred and forty-eleven questions, 
such as only women can ask concerning a stove, and after 
I had answered them all favorably, she said that was the 
range she wanted, as she had worked “out” ever since she 
was fifteen years of age and now she was thirty-five; had 
worked in New York, Chicago, Omaha, and at a hundred or 
more different places, and she always considered her place 
learned as soon as she had found all the “cracks in the oven,” 
and knew where to set the pies, cakes, etc., where they would 
be Jiable to catch the least ashes while baking. 

This woman was a splendid cook and knew what she 
was talking about, although it may be a bitter dose for some 
to swallow. But if there are any dealers who think I am 
outrageous in my statement, if they will take the trouble to 
inquire of their customers, What-is the matter of their stove? 
the answer will be, “My stove is O. K. only the oven is 
cracked, and the woman gets wild sometimes when she has 
her baking spoiled by the ashes falling through. 

My experience in the stove and range business is not such 
as I would ask for a place to toot my horn among men of life 
experience, and who have given the subject a special study. 
Consequently, if I stroke the fur of more experienced men the 
“wrong” way, I hope you will forgive me, as I am only going 
to state my own experience and opinion, and it need not injure 
any one unless there is some weight to my statements. 
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SHE LOVED THE OLD STOVE. 

The first steel range that I ever sold was to an old couple, 
from the rocky coast of Norway. They came to the State of 
Iowa about thirty years ago. Had bought one of ye old 
time cook stoves in Milwaukee, Wis., when they first landed, 
and it had served them every day up to the time I sold them 
the range, and it was with tears in their eyes that they stated 
their wants, as their old stove had fallen to pieces in spite 
of their hopes that it woud have lasted as long as “they” did. 
They asked to see the best stove we had in the store, and I 
sold them ‘the steel range, cautioning them not to use as much 
fire or time to bake as they did with the old stove. I was 
almost sorry for this statement as the old lady took it as 
much to heart as if I had insulted an old friend, and looking 
me in the eyes said, “Young man, when you and your new 
stove have baked as much as my old stove and me with as 
little and cheap fuel, it will be all right for you to tell me 
how much coal to use.” I said no more at the time, and not 
until two days later did I think of the range or old woman, 
when she stepped into the store and informed me she would 
not keep the range, as she could not make it bake; that it 
burned everything to “black ashes.” I knew there was some- 
thing wrong and thought I smelled too much fire, and finally 
persuaded her to go home and try less fire, and she did. 
Two weeks later I saw her again and asked about the range 
and was informed that while she liked it ever so much better 
than she had, she still longed for her old stove, as the steel 
range would burn the bread before it was baked. I told her 
to use still less fire and she only laughed at me as she said 
said she was using so little fire already that it was contrary 
to all her rules and all she knew about cooking to use less, 
as she had never seen the stove that would bake with as little 
fire as you could cook with and that was the rule she kept 
house by. 

A FUEL SAVER. 

I told her there was only one out of two things for her to 
do—she would have to use less fire and break her rules or 
else we wanted her to return the steel range, as we did not 
want her to keep it if it was not giving satisfaction. I did 
not see or hear from them again for two weeks, when they 
both came into the store all smiles, and I asked them if they 
brought back the range, and the old lady held one hand up 
to me (warningly) and said, “You young tinner man won't 
get that stove back for $100. I can bake as nice bread as you 
ever ate with three corn cobs and a wad of hay.” The old 
gentleman smiled and said the luckiest event of his life was 
when the old stove fell to pieces, as he could save enough in 
fuel every year to buy a new range if need be. 

Now, I know I am going to extremes, but I think this 
statement will illustrate the difference between the old cast 
iron cook of thirty years ago and the steel range of to-day. 

TOO SAVING OF ASBESTOS. 

As to improvements, I have this to say, that many com- 
panies are too saving of asbestos lining or packing, while the 
steel range will work without any asbestos lining, still those 
with asbestos lining have only to be seen and tried to be 
appreciated by any one who considers economy, and I have 
still got to see my first range or oven which I would condemn 
on account of too much of that good. Another, and the 
greatest, drawback that I know of about steel ranges is the 
enormous amount of poor nickel-plate used as trimmings and 
ornaments. 

POOR NICKEL-PLATE, 

I never felt so much like speaking out in church and 
say “Amen” as I did when reading the columns of THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN last winter (I forget by whom it was 
written), but it voiced my opinion on the nickel-plate on the 
steel ranges. True enough, as I suppose it is intended, it makes 
the range attractive and pleasing to the eye while it is in 
the store, provided it don’t have to be carried over thirty 
days, but in case‘it must be carried from one season to the 
other there is hardly anything more trying on the merchant 
than to find that instead of the white nickel there is rust and 
he is often required to give a greater discount than is his 
profit on account of poor nickel-plate, but were this all we 
could gladly forgive and forget. But no less is the disappoint- 
men of the housewife who receives a bright and beautiful steel 
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range either as a necessity or a remembrance of some noted 
time, and in spite of her best care she will find within six 
months after receiving it that the nickel has turned to black 
and rusty iron. Now, this is something worth attention of 
stove builders, as the average woman has only from one 
to two chances in a lifetime to buy a stove, and something 
which they must stand around or over every day of the year, 
and if they make the mistake of buying one covered with 
nickel in the first place (I can describe what you will see 
in its place six months later), and you can imagine what 
comfort it must be to the housewife to be thus disappointed 
in what she once took such pride. As I glance at a muchly 
nickeled steel range it makes me feel like asking if stove 
manufacturers have a motto different from ours, as it seems 
by the poor nickel-plate which most of them use that their 
motto is to “deceive” instead of “please.” 


HANDSOME RANGES IN DEMAND. 

I have found it a hard matter sometimes to persuade 
women that what they ask for in a range is just what they 
don’t want, as over fifty per cent. of women would prefer a 
range entirely covered with nickel, never stopping to ask if 
it is durable. If nickel on steel ranges is indispensable I 
would ask for better work in that line than we have in the 
stove trade to-day. 

Another defect of the ranges some years ago, and before 
soO-many were made of planished steel, or were made of 
enameled steel, there was a place in the end of range on a 
level with the gate where the enamel would always burn off, 
and thus giving the range an ugly, untidy look, but in many 
of-the steel cooks and ranges of to-day I notice this particular 
place ‘being made of cast iron or else a draft or something 
to take the place-of that once ugly spot, but while some seem 
to have profited by experience still there are those who still 
turn out what I would call an enameled firebox. This is ‘not 
noticed so much where wood is burned as where coal is used, 
coal making a much hotter fire, if it takes a notion to run away 
from the cook, than wood does, and where I held my last 
position it was nothing extraordinary to see the whole firebox 
of the range get red-hot. Although this is against all rules 
of stove manufacturers, it is no more than any and all ranges 
are treated to, and it is their duty to build their goods so as 
to come out at the end of the year as presentable in appearance 
as is possible. 


FIT THE FLOOR TOO CLOSE. 
Just one more kick—before I close—about the base of 
steel ranges, and that is because they fit the floor entirely 
broom and mop proof, but scrubbing water and other things 
which are occasionally spilled on the kitchen floor will manage 
to get under, and all the efforts of the housewife can’t get at 
it to wipe it up, consequently when for some reason the range 
is to be moved there is found a rotten floor and a mess of 
custards, pumpkin pies and slop water to a thickness of one- 
half an inch or more under the range. And while I am 
going to extremes, it is nothing more than I have seen with 
my own eyes. And I think others have seen similar cases. 
Although I do not state these things to find fault with the 
steel range, because, as I stated in the beginning, I consider 
the steel range so far in advance, taken as a whole, that cast 
ranges and cooks are out of sight as far as satisfaction and 
economy are concerned, and these are the only two points I 
look after in stoves, still I have said enough to let any one 
know that I do not consider steel ranges perfect. 


STEEL RANGES TAKE LESS FUEL. 

I know nothing from actual facts as to how steel goods 
compare with cast goods, only I have been told by customers 
who have tried them both that steel ranges and cooks take 
less fuel to do baking with than do cast goods. I have already 
stated my experience with the steel oven, and so far I have 
to hear my first dissatisfied customer who has bought a steel 
range, while with cast ranges and stoves it is so common to 
hear that the oven and other parts are cracked. One thing 
of advantage is the oven door of steel goods hinged at the 
bottom so as to open down makes a rest to turn or examine 
the baking on before putting in or taking from oven, while 
with all cast goods I have seen, when the oven door is open 
it is only in some one’s way. 
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GRATES LIABLE TO BE DAMAGED. 


The parts most liable to become damaged in any stove 
or heater is the “grates,” either on account of ignorance or 
lack of knowledge, but very few people know how grates 
become damaged, and if they are told that it is on account of 
too much ashes accumulating under the grate and shutting off 
the air they will hardly believe you, that a small fire on the 
grate with it full of ashes under is more destructive to a grate 
than a roaring fire on top and clear under. And it is only 
when stove manufacturers can build stoves which cannot be 
clogged that this can be remedied, as only a very few people 
will give this little matter attention, and will blame the manu- 
facturers of the stove when they find the grate melted and 
wrung out of shape, and if the dealer ventures to tell parties 
that it is their own fault they will usually deelare that they 
never have as hot a fire as their neighbor, and his stove never 
gets out of shape. 

PUBLIC REQUIRES EDUCATION. 

If people could be educated as a whole on some of the 
simple matters it would be made easier for those who en- 
deavor to supply their wants, but as they can’t, stove manu- 
facturers will have to try to build stoyes which can’t be 
clogged with ashes, otherwise the grate can never stand the 
racket which some people-give it, both in cast and steel goods 
alike. The construction of the stove is the only thing which 
can save the grate, since we burn coal, and manufacture stoves 
that will draw unless the ashes is kept cleared from under 
the grate this trouble will continue. 
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PITTSBURG STOVE AND R4NGE CO. 


The Pittsburg Stove & Range Co., Pittsburg, Pa., 
are manufacturers of the Marion Cinderella steel range, 
shown herewith.

with an asbestos mill board between, all securely rivited 
together in a workmanlike manner. The ovens are made 
of 14-gauge wrought steel and are extra large and high. 
Over the top oven plate is placed a removable cast iron 
plate, affording full protection from the action of the 
fire. The bottom oven plate is supplied with cast iron 
braces, to prevent warping. The flue box is made of 
cast iron, with corrugated back section, to prevent crack- 
ing. The construction of the oven damper permits the 
heating of the entire top of the range without the heat 
passing around the oven, and gives the user absolute 
control of the fire. The direct draft damper, operated 
from the top of range, insures a quick fire. The fire box 
is of good capacity, the fixtures being interchangeable 
for all sizes.

ability. Three kinds of grates can be applied. They are 
interchangeable and can be removed without disturbing 
the fire box fixtures.

CONTRACT NOT TO ENGAGE IN BUSINESS. 


The Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia 
held, in the case of Love et al. vs. Stidham, reported in 
the Washington Law Reporter, that where a contract 
executed by the two members of a partnership for the 
sale of a retail grocery business conducted by them con- 
tained a covenant that “the party of the first part” 
(the vendors) “shall not engage in the retail business 
for the period of five years within one mile of the store 
building located as herein set forth,” a violation of such 
covenant by one of the former partners was a violation 
by both, for which both were liable; that in order to 
show a breach of the covenant it was not required to be 
shown that the defendant had a regular store or that he 
retailed all the articles kept and retailed from the store 
sold the plaintiff, but that the retailing by the defendant 
within the prescribed limits of a material and substantial 
partof sucharticles would constitute such breach, provid- 
ed it came within the definition of a retail grocery busi- 
ness; that the defendant was responsible if he ‘served 
customers within the prescribed limits, although he 
might have no residence, shop or place of business with- 
in such limits, and that what constitutes a retail gro- 
cery business is largely a matter of fact to be deter- 
mined by a jury under proper instructions by the court 
as to the meaning and construction of the contract.
